The  head  eoacli  of  basketball  at  the 
College,  who  turned  out  an  undefeated 
team  his  first  year  oil  tho  job,  is  one 
of  Easton’s  respected  and  favorite  sous. 
When  Easton  high  school  graduated  its 
senior  class  this  year  tho  board  of  edu¬ 
cation  called  on  Coach  Iba  for  the 
commencement  nddress  instead  of  get¬ 
ting  a  “big-time”  clergyman,  educa¬ 
tor  or  editor.  Tiiat  is  liow  much  tho 
“homo  town”  thinks  of  Iba.

Practically  every  city,  village  and 
hamlet  from  the  Atlantic  to  tho  Pacif¬ 
ic,  and  tho  Canadian  border  to  the 
Gulf  lias  its  favorite  ■  son.  Although 
Easton,  Buchanan  county,  Missouri,  has 
never  given  the  world  a  leader  whoso 
namo  has  fouiid  inclusion  in  “Who’s 
Who,”  this  progressive  little  town,  not 
far  from  tho  city  of  St.  Joseph,  feels  it 
lias  enough  to  bo  proud  of  in  Henry 
Iba  without  needing  the  aid  of  tho  rest 
of  the  world  to  do  the  praising. 


“Hank  Iba  is  all  right,”  tho  iiome- 
t owners  will  tell  you.  “The  big  tilings 
lie  has  accomplished  as  an  athlete  and 
conch  aro  small  beginnings  and  the 
time  is  coming  when  bo’ll  hit  tho 
mark.” 

Easton  lias  been  watching  Iba.  It 
started'  in  high  school,  and  liis  athlotic 
accomplishments  in  tho  seven  years 
that  have  passod  since  liis  graduation 
have  proved  that  he  is  worth  watching. 
The  town ’s  prediction  grows  more  ac- 
eurato  with  tho  closo  of  each  season. 

The  Collego  basketball  coach  and  as¬ 
sistant  to  Earl  A.  “Lefty”  Davis,  dir¬ 
ector  of  athletics,  comes  from  a  family 
of  athletes.  His  brothers,  Howard  and 
Clarence,  aro  prominent  athletes  on  tho 
local  campus.  Their  father  is  Henry 
Iba,  head  of  tho  Buchanan  county  fair 
association. 

Coach  Iba  was  graduated  from  Eas¬ 
ton  high  school  in  the  spring  of  1D23. 


Ho  won  a  scholarship  to  Westminster 
College  at  Fulton,  and  was  a  student 
there  for  tlirco  and  0110-half  yenrs,  dur¬ 
ing  which  t.imo  ho  plnycil  on  seven 
clmmpioiiship  clubs.  For  tlirco  summer? 
lie  attended,  the  Collogo  boro,  and  in 
1928  received  his  B.  S.  degree. 

Wliiio  at  Westminster  Iba  played  end 
on  the  football  team.  Ho  played  all 
tlueo  positions  on  the  basketball  team 
and  for  two  successive  years  was  cap¬ 
tain.  On  the  baseball  team  lio  was  n 
pitcher  anil  a  captain  ono  year,  anil  in 
track  ho  ran  tho  hurdles.  For  years  ho 
was  an  all-stato  center  in  basketball. 
All  in  all,  he  won  thirteen  letters. 

For  one  year  Iba  played  basketball 
on  the  C.  D.  Smith  drug  store  tenm  nt 
St.  Joseph  when  Forrest  DcBnrnardi 
was  coach,  later  returning  to  his  stud¬ 
ies  at  Westminster.  Two  years  before 
coming  to  Maryvillo  lio  coached  at 
Classen  high  school  in  Oklahoma  City. 
Hero  iic  was  head  basketball  nnd  base¬ 
ball  conch.  The  first  year  liirf  basketball 
tenm  won  tho  state  championship  and 
in  the  second  year  was  a  runner-up  nt 
the  National  Interscliolastic  tourna¬ 
ment  at  Chicago. 

Iba  devoted  his  sparo  time  to  play¬ 
ing  amateur  basketball,  playing  two 
years  on  tho  Sterling  Milks  of  Oklaho¬ 
ma  City,  and  finished  a  season  with  the 
I-Iillynrds. 

With  tho  resignation  in  1929  of  H. 
Frank  Lawrence  a  vacancy  was  created 
in  the  department  of  physical  educa¬ 
tion  here.  The  success'or  was  Iba,  coach 
of  tho  Oklahoma  metropolis’  high  school 
team,  who  had  builded  championship 
teams  from  a  squad  on  which  only  two 
men  had  over  played  before.  Iba  came 
to  Maryvillo  recognizing  ho  was  facing 
a  season  of  difficulties  but  which 
would  give  him  a  chance  to  sound  out 
liis  -abilities.  Ho  camo  to  Maryville  last 
fall.  Tho  football  team  lie  helped  coach 
lost  the  M.  I.  A.  A.  conference  title  in 
football  to  Kirksvillo  by  a  narroiv 
margin. 

The  basketball  season  undor  coach 
Iba  was  tho  most  successful  in  the  his¬ 
tory  of  local  collego  athletics.  Tho 
Bearcats  won  thirty-one  consecutive 
games,  copped  tho  M.  I.  A.  A.  confer¬ 
ence  title,  and  carried  away  tho  cham¬ 
pionship  at  the  Southwestern  College 
invitation  meeting  at  Winfield,  Kan. 
Coach  Iba  next  season  will  whip  a  team 
into  action  in  an  effort  to  maintain  if 
not  surpass  that  enviable  record.  W.  A.
